Sandy . Hook, N. J., Jan. 25.—The1 


Alnprietm. Line steamer, St. Paul; Irom 
Southampton for New York, came ashore 
on the outer bar oft Hotel Brighton Lone 
Branch, N. J., during a dense fog bfrj 
twcen 1 and 2 o'clock this morning. She 
was shortly afterwards dtacoyered by tho 
patrol from Lonsj Branch'life saving sta- 
tion and preparations were made to oj>cn 
communication with her. The OBUUl ap- 
paratus was hauled to the place and 
brought Into use. 


A shot with the line attached was fired 


across the vessel, the hawser, hauled on 
board and the breeches buoy sent off. 
The people all desired to remain by the 
vessel as there was no danger. Messages 
were sent ashore notifying agents, mari- 
time exchange and wrecking companies 
of the accident. The crews from Sea 
Bright, Monmouth Beacli and 
Long

'No passengers have an 
yet been taken off, aud messages received 
over the breeched buoy state that-every- 
thing is all right on board the vessel.

"Subsequently I ascertained tho cause 


It appears that tho mule 
was well known In curtain quarters ID 
Baltimore and was known as Flnncgan'i 
crazy mule. He had a habit, whun owned 
by Ftnncgnn, of jumping on any vehicle 
in front of I him and destroying tho Bamo. 
Mo ono had hcon ablo to hold him when 
axolted by racing • him on tbo road or 
traok, so that for driving ar racing pur- 
poses ho had, in other bunds, become prno- 
tlcally worthless. When I learned his hiu. 
tory, I put a rubber bit on him instead of 
tho cruel bits with which ho had formerly 
been driven, and which lacerated his 
mouth to such an extent as to mako him 
nrjcontrollablo. Whim 1 got him In sbapo, 
I matched him against some of the fastest 
trottors la Baltimore. 


"If ha felt just right nnd did not get 


mad, it todk a good trotter to boat him a 
milo. For 
ho would n 
as muoh as 
was brought out for the second heat ho 
would invariably bolt tho track, and no 
man was ever found strong enough to con 
trol him wuen In ono of his crazy flts. My 
self and friends won a pot of money with 
him In single heatB. Ho had as prott y n 
trotting action as any ono cared to see, 
splendid kneo action, and iiow fust ho could 
put 'em In when he wanted toi 


"His reputation extended to tho sur- 


ranndlng country, and I sald'him to sorno 
sporting parties In Norfolk for »500. Ho 
subsequently won soma races in fast' time 
for a mulo arul cortAinly was a wonder. 
Bo was tho only fast trotting mule thai 
wo have any history of."—Washington 
Nowa.
